John B. Elliott, Democrat, still was 
left in the undecided class, although 
Shortridge had w hat appeared to be 
a commanding lead. 
Leaving aside the four contests on 
which decisive returns are yet to be 
received th© Democrats have elected 
14 senators and the Republicans a like 
number. 
This gives the Democrats a 
total of 47 in the new Senate, or two 
less than a m ajority, while the Repub­ 
licans have 43 and are certain to elect 
a senator from Maine on November 
29. 
Should all four seats in dispute go 
to the m ajor party it still would fall 
one shy of a bare m ajority in the new 
Senate, and so 
Senator 
Shipstead, 
Farm er-Labor, M innesota, would be 
placed in the position, theoretically at 
least, of 
controlling 
the deciding 
vote on Senate organization and other 
questions. 
Make-Up of New House 
W ith fourteen districts still to be 
hoard from early tonight, the Demo­ 
crats had elected 191 members of the 
House, the Republicans 228 members, 
Farm er-Laborites one and Socialists 
one. 
On the face of these figures, the 
Democrats had made a gross gain of 
fifteen, all from the Republicans, but 
had lost two to the dom inant party, 
leaving a net gain of thirteen. 
Be­ 
sides the two seats they took from 
the Democrats, the Republicans cap­ 
tured one from the Socialists, so th at 
its net loss was twelve. 
The states in which the Democrats 
made their gains were New York, 3; 
Illinois, 
2; 
Missouri, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, 2; M aryland, I; N ebraska, I; 
New Jersey, I; Ohio, I; Oklahoma, I; 
W est Virginia, I. 
The Republicans gained one each 
from the Democrats in Kansas and 
Rhode Island and one 
from the So­ 
cialists in New York by virtue of the 
fact th at Representative Laguardia, 
now holding his seat as a Socialist, 
ran on the Republican ticket. 
The three seats the Democrats pick­ 
ed up in New York leave the delega­ 
tion from 
th a t 
state 
divided, 
25 
Democrats and 18 Republicans, with 
both senators from the Em pire State 
Democratic. 
In Pennsylvania two seats are taken 
from the now present solid Republi­ 
can delegation, m aking the division 34 
and 2. 
By adding two in Illinois, the 
Democrats have seven against 20 for 
the Republicans while 
in Ohio the 
ratio is seven Democrats and fifteen 
Republicans.
